USUAL MIDSUMMER QUIET IN 
SHOE. AND LEATHER TRADE 


Business Compares Favorably With Other Seasons, Men's 
Higher Grades of Foot wear Holding Supremacy in 
the Volume of Orders Handled 


The proverbial dulness of a vacation 
season among the retailers is 
back to the jobbers and from 
to the factories, and it is also 
fested in the leather market. 
tion from the jobbers in this vicinity, 
and from the few who have been in 


this market lately, deseribes the situa-y 
tion as quiet, the shipments of goods for | 


present needs, showing little change Irom 
what is usual in midsummer. 
Reports show that there has 
booked for fall delivery orders which 
“ compare favorably .with previous years. 
It is the custom among the retailers to 
place their rubber orders ea rly, the large 
ones having already done so, and it 1s 
stated that a fair amount of leather 
footwear orders accompanied these con- 


been 


tracts. 
There is some business from the south- 


ern and western jobbers coming to the 
factories which, though individually 
small. has caused a grand total sufficient 
to put many factories in commission. 

But reports from some of the large 
manufacturers indicate that orders for 
future business are below normal, the 
trend of contracting appearing to retro- 
grade toward the customs of the past. 
While this condition might justify the 
manufacturers who chafe under its in- 
fluence in declaring a trade dulness, 
prospects are such that the winter’s run 
will compare favorably with those of 
past vears. 

To sum up the shoé situation as fair 
is a conservative statement based on in- 
formation covering a wide area. 

Men’s fine to semi-fine shoes still hold 
a commanding lead over the cheaper 
grade as regards trade volume. The fac- 
tories making for the jobbing trade are 
easing up as the charging season ap- 
proaches, but there is a fair amount of 
orders for future reserved for the next 
run. An improvement is reported in 
heavy footwear, a liberal number of 
orders having reached this market since 
the first of the month. 

Chrome side leather 
favored in the orders, 
operators reporting conditions in advance 
of a year ago. The cheaper grades also 
show an increasing demand and the fac- 
tories are now running nearer to capacity 
limits, but the absence of reserve orders 
creates a conservative tendency. 

No particular change was reported by 
those making ladies’ goods. Lynn man- 
ufacturers are busy on immediate use 
orders and what futures have come to 
hand, but the bookings for the spring 
of 1912 are still im expectation which 
is a feature possessing disadvantages in 
an economical sense. 

Haverhill shops are coming to an end 
of a long summer’s run, although orders 
for low cut have not entirely ceased. 

The inclination of the gentler sex to 
wear winter #lioes of a mannish charac- 
er is still noticeable, as the heavy high- 
cut two-buckle boots with full double 
sole 8-8 heel are going through both 
the Lynn and Haverhill factories. 

Misses’ and children’s footwear does 
not vary much from the adult grades, 
most of the cutting being dependent 
upon the weekly receipts of orders. 
These are large in number and small in 
quantity. One manufacturer stated that 
19 mail orders were received on the llth 
which -averaged 20 cases each. This 
fairly illustrates the general income 
through the mail with a few exceptions. 

The leather business feels this apathy 
which is so prevalent among their shoe 
clients, and dealers stated that last 
; week’s contracting was not equal to the 
preceding one. The indifference of buy- 
ers to all the attempts to inspire more 
confidence in market affairs has been of 
no avail, sales to meet factory needs 
being the limit of their transactions. 
Although the output of leather has been 
cut down to condition close to tannery 
safety and no large surplus is visible, 
the market is easy and hides are off 
from last quotations nearly one point. 

Domestic sales of hemlock sole leather 
have averaged well in the aggregate, the 
buyers being many but purchases ordi- 
nary. 

The bark holiday in England, which 
lasted during the whole of the past 
week, caused a complete shut down of 
cable orders. There were, however, a 
few English buyers here, as noted in 
the Monitor, who bought liberal amounts 
of leather. They report shoe business 
in their home market as being good. 

Union ole is in fair demand and there 
is no accumulating of desirable lots. Pro- 
duction is kept low. The principal de- 
mand comes from the sole cutters, but 
orders from that source are no larger 
than their business would justify, so 
doubtful are they that present rates will 
hold. : 

Oak leather had a quiet week, con- 
sumers have about reached the end of 
the summer run and the fall run will not 
begin before the first of the month. 

No change has taken place in sole 
leather prises, neither are any likely to, 
even though hides should meet with a de- 
cided drop as the leather now coming to 
market was made from hides bought at 
spring prices. 

Chrome side leather is. at best in a 
modérate demand. Buyers are acting on 
the defensive and contracting for fu- 
tures is held back with a belief that 
prices will break. Tanners say that that 
is fallacious as the present output is 
well controlled.and a drop in the raw 
material will show no effect for months

LONDON CITY RECORD 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LONDON—The town clerk, Sir James 
Bell, in his annual report to the city 
corporation of city records, states that 
the records clerk, Dr. Reginald Sharpe, 
has prepared a calendar of.letters deal- 
ing with the period between the years 
1422 and 1461. Many of these old rec- 
ords are of great public interest. 

There is an account of the city’s claim 
for service at the coronation of Henry 
VI., when the lord mayor received the 
gold cup and ewer by right of office as 
assistant to the chief butler; also the 
record of Henry VI.’s subsequent recep- 
tion and coronation as King of France, 
in Paris. 

There are letters reporting the prog- 
ress of the war with France, from the 
duke of Bedford and the earl of Salis- 
bury; also a letter from Calais in 1435 
when the town was hard pressed by the 
enemy, beseeching the lord mayor and 
aldermen of London, “as the principal 
of all the cities in the realm,” to use 
their influence with the King and his 
council to obtain relief. 

The calendar also refers to a right of 
sanctuary claimed by the ghurch of St. 
Martin le Grand, and to various economic 
questions and the methods of dealing 
with them 500 years ago: the treat- 


ment of aliens, the payment of mem-

STR W. R. ADKINS 
WINS REELECTION 


(Special to the Monitor) 

LON DON—The vacancy in the Middle- 
ton division of Lancashire caused by Sir 
W. R. Adkins accepting an office of 
profit under the crown and s0 necessi- 
tating the resignation of his seat, has 
terminated in his reelection, though by 
a considerably decreased majority. 

Sir W. R. Adkins has represented Mid- 
dleton in Parliament since 1906, in which 
year he supplanted, by a slender ma- 
jority, the Unionist who had held the 
seat in the previous Parliament. In 1906 
his majority was 1533, in January, 1910, 
it had fallen to 1403, and in December 
of the same year it fell further to 787, 
a figure which has been almost halved 
now by its reduction to 411. 

In this last-election the Liberal poll 
has fallen off to the extent of 208, while 
the Unionist has shown a gain of 168. 
The final figures were as follows: Sir
